chiefe of which are, Brater,Begelhoff,Newgebew,Caterburg, 
Eberſdorff, Loxemburg, Wolckersderff,0rth,Clofter Newbarg, 
or the Monaſtery of Neoburg,Newſtat,&&c. As alſo(chiefly, 
ſince theſe long, and yer continued, watres in Germazy, ) 
by reaſon of the ſtrength of the City, and that his Im- 
periall Majeſty being there was in a manner fafely com- 
pafled by the reſt of his hereditary Kingdomes, & Prin-= 
cipalities, from whence hee might, in caſe ofneed, with 
more conyeniency derive afliſtance : And laſily,for the 
benefit of the two navigable Rivers of Eh and Danwbe, 
by which all necefſaries for the Imperiall Court, may 
from other places of the Germ&, Empire and from 1tah, 
be the more eaſily furniſhed and brought thither.

Of the Situation, circuit, aud fortification of Vienna; of the 
Danube; of the Gariſox, Suburbs, Ecclefraſticall Inriſdii- 
os, the Biſhop, the Vaiverſity, Civill and Politique govern- 
men, the Lieuten::#t ;, and of the Caſtle of Vienna;e which 
#he Emperour keepes his Court. 


He City of 74ez»4. is the Metropolis of the Lower 
& Azxftria, as che Towne of Lzztz is of the upper. Ia 
both which places now,almoſt eyery yeare, and ſome=- 
times(when neceflity requires) there are ofren in one 
yeare held Aﬀemblies of each province, in which as ro 
the Jawfu!l Prince and Lord of the Country, when hee 
doth fairely aske ir, are often granted and preſented by 
the ſabjets many hundred thouſand crownes to his Im- 
penall Majeity.. 
The City it ſelfe is ſeated in ſomewhat a _ 
phine 


of the German Empire. 
plaine,andin aſoile which is naturally moſt fruicfull and 
good for Corne and Wine, and all other kinde of Food 
and fruites, upen the bankes of the Dazube; which al- 
though indeed ir be but a branch of the maine Danube, 
yet at the ſeaſon of the yeare, when the Riyer is high,ic 
1s capable of good ordinary veſſels. But when che River 
decreaſeth,the ſhips are forced to ſtay above at N»ſderff, 
a league from the City , and ſometimes two leagues 
higher, at the Monaſtery of Newhwrg. Abonr halfe a 
quarter of a Germanleague from the City,towards Mo- 
180ig, are likewiſe three other ſtreames,and for the moſt 
part, large and navigeable armes of the great River Dg- 
#vbe ; over which are layd five bridges, which for the 
yu ſecurity ofthe City, if need require,may be taken 
owne. 

On the South fide of the City there is alittle River, 
or rather a Torrent, of the name of rhe City, called 77- 
exz4 ; which riſeth out of the VWeſterne mountaines, 
and is ſubje& to ſadden overflowing by raine and Land- 
waters : it drives fome Mills, and falls into the Danwbe, 
not farre from the Towne ditch. Towards the Sourh 
and Norrh, it runnes like an arme of the Danube, and on 
the Weſt,it leaves behind ic the hills and mountaines 
looking towards the Vpper Auſtria. 

The City is in compaſieabour halfe a German leagne, 
and is beantified with many faire and ſpacious places, 
and markers, and with other leffe, and it hath ſome faire 
ſireers, with many goodly and ſtately buildings , which 
notwithſtanding are commonly more for ſhew than 
conveniency. 

For the fortification of the City, it will ſuffice in this 
place briefly todeclare, that it is ſtrengrhned and forti- 
fied with fixe principall Gates, and ten great Bulwarkes; 
| B 2 The 
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The greateſt part of which Bulwarks, and ſome of them 
at the expence of the Empire,are buil: up a good height 
of Bricke,and filld within with earth; and ſome alſo ro- 
wards the Eaſt and South, ( whereby the City might be 
the more defenſible ) have good Caſamats, well raiſed 
and repaired. About ten yeares {ince,his Imperiall Ma- 
zeſty cauſed a yery great intire Bulwarke to be raiſed of 
earth, almoſt right over againſt the Imperiall Court, or 
Archducall Caſtte, for the greater ſecurity thereof, be- 
cauſe the Caſtle heretofore, had beene in that place bur 
weakely fortified. Two yeares fince, the former Bul- 
warke, which looketh towards the South, and cowards 
the Weſt, was ſtrongly new built. 

The Scottiſh Bulwarke caſt up of -arth onely,is now 
well lined with a ſtrong wall,and made equall to the reſt 
of the Bulwarkes. 

. Towards the Eaft isagate, commonly called $trabes- 
thor: Towards the South, the Carnichian gate ; and the 
Caſtle gate, called, Burgthir ; towards the Weſt, the 
South gate, and the new gate; cowards rhe North, the 
o]ate of the red Tower, called in Dutch der Roche Thu: : 
The Caſtle gate, the Carimtbian gate, the New gate, and 
the gate called $trubesthor, are the ſtrongeft all arched, 
very high and ſtarely, with large paſſages ; the other 
two are are onely Towers. 

To compaſſe the City fromthe Gate called 8:7uben- 
thor, to goe tothe gate of the red Tower, you mult paſſe 
firſtneare a Balwarke built of Free-ſtone, with rwo 
high and battel'd Caſamars, the higher of which dorh 
almoft rouch the Dominicans Temple , the height 
whereof exceeds this Bulwarke and Cafamars, 

Thence you come to another Bulwarke ftrongly 
covered with a Bricke-wall, which (as the former is 
cnvVI- 
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environed with reaſonable deepe ditches. 

From this Bulwark, on the left fide of the rowne, are 
ſeene ſome little and low double Walls, reaching to an 
ourward Gare ; but on the right hand, neare the towne, 
doth runne the Dazube, on which is built a bridge of 
wood, commonly called Schlagbruck, 

Thijs outward Gate leads to a broad ſtreet,where the 
City is ſomewhat naked: For on the left hand there are 
very low Walls onely, and on the right hand nothing 
bur the Dazube, which one may ſometimes ride over ; 
and ſome fortifications, which are built on the bankes 
thereof; towards the red Tower, and further towards 
the other ontward gate,neere which the ſtreet isnarrow- 
er. From this Gate,the City 1s encompaſſed on the left 
hand, with long ſtrong high Walls, on which theſe lir- 
tle watch-houſes are builr,which reach tothe Armory, 
and thence to the next Bulwarke. Ir hath alſo a draw- 
bridge. The third Bulwarke is great and ſtately, (bur 
wants ditches and water) and a good part of the middle 
of the upper Wall is fallen downe and wants repaire. 

Thence ro the New gate, which hath broad but ſhal- 
low ditches, without water, Henry Matthew, the elder 
Count of T»r#e, in Azzo 1619. would have planted a 
petard to this Gate, and with his horſe which then 
lodg'd at Eberſdorff, artempted to take the City. 

Thence to the fourth Bulwark, which likewiſe wants 
mending and repaire. From this Bulwarke, theRampire 
is very high, with a little Wall npon it, towards the 
Scotch gate, and there the Towne-ditch is very deepe, 
bur without water. Thence the ſame kind of Rampire 
. and ditch extends unto the nexr fift Bulwarke. This 
Bulwarke was onely caſt up of earth, but now of late is 
buile up from the ground with a Bricke wall, and is re=

duced coan orderly forme and proportion, and by that 
meanes the City is the better fortified in that place. The 
Bohemian foote Regiment of Tieffenbech, who were then 
commanded by the faid elder Count ot Txrze, remained 
not farre from the City in a Village called Hoerzals, if 
the deſigne had taken effet and had not bzene diſcove- 
red by a Patriot, by this Bulwark ſhould bave entredand 
taken the City. 

This ſame high Rampire lined with Bricke walls,in 
the ditches,at that place very deepe, but without water, 
paſſeth along towards and behind the fixt Bulwarke, 
over which the preſent Governour of the Towne, Baron 
Lobell, hath ov" a litcle garden, with a houſe of plea- 
{ure tobe built, according to the bravery of the rime. 
And becauſe this Bulwarke was lately renewed and bet- 
ter reformed than the other, ir excels the reſt in beauty. 
Behind, it hatha Caſamat with Bricke walls, like rhe 
former. Thence the Rampire with a low, meane., and in 
ſome places bur a weake Wall, built thereon, extends it 
{elfe, even to the Imperiall Court, or Archducal Caſtle, 
where by the raiſing of the outward highway the ditches 
are made deeper. 

Thence to the Caſtle gate , in Dutch das Burgthor, 
where ſtands the vaſt ſeventh Bulwarke of earch, which 
behinde hath a lefſe Bulwarke alſo, like a Cafamar, not 
bullc high. bar comple atly walled, 

On this ſide a Bohemian fouldier, under the command 
of the elder Count of T»re,did ſhoot ſome bullers, from 
the ſuburbs of St. Ybric, into the Imperiall Court or 
Archducall Caſtle, and even into the great Chamber of 
the Knights and Nobles, and into the Antichamber;and 
drove his Imperiall Majeſty, then King of Z»ngarz and 


Bohemia, out of his owne Chamber. 
From 
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From thence the Rampire, wich a Wall above, and 
 Fortifications below, extends ic ſelfe with very deepe 
ditches almoſt ro the Carinthian gate , before which 1s a 
ſtrong, great, ſtately and faire Bulwarke, all of Bricke, 
the eight in number,joyning to the Gate, behind which 
and above the Gare, there isa Caſamar rayſed. And 0- 
= the Gate, the Captaine of the City watch hath a faire 
lodging. | 

From this Corinthian gate, inſtead ofthe Rampire,are 
Bricke walls, almoſt of one height with the Bulwarkes, 
the ditches are there of good depth, bur (as the others) 
withont water. 

Thenfollowes the ninth;which asthe former is avery 
ſtately Bulwark ; with an Aquadudt into the towne, and 
hitherto the ditches are dry ; but about this Bulwarke, 
the Aquada&, which ſerves both to bring:in neceſſary 
water, and in timeof need, furniſh the dry ditches with 
water, and rendereth them ſomewhat wet and mariſh, 
bur from the corner thereof and lower, they are deeper, 
and more fill'd with water. 

From thence runnesthe Rampire; to the tenth Bul- 
warke, commonly called 0bere Stubes Paſtey , which is 
moſt exquiſitely faire, large, lofty, and ſtrongly faced 
with bricke, and the corners of Freeſtone, with a mag- 
nificent inſcription in golden lerters,on tables of ftone. 
This Bulwarke was bailt and perfected by the Empe= 
rour Ferdizard the firſt. 

Theſe three laſt Bulwarks are of one height, and wal- 
led alike, and each of them haye a ſeverall inſcription, 
with golden Jerrers, in Tables of ſtone. 

Of theſe ten Bnlwarks of the City,three onely ſtand 
In water, which is drawne from the Dazwbe, and fome 


certaine veines which runne into the City. and all the 
reſtare dry. The 
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The ditches of the City are are very unequall and 
unlike. 

About the City are great and ſpacious ſuburbs, in 
which are divers faire and pleaſant gardens, with houſes 
of pleaſure, and ſtore of other confiderable dwellings, 
whereof mafiy, efpecially before the Caſtle gate called 
das Burgther, and the Carinthian gate : towardsSr. 7lricz, 
and the little River of Y7ezas ; for abouc three hundred 
paces together , as well to enlarge the way and ſtreets, 
as for the greater ſafety of the City, were purpoſely de- 
molifhed ; and others a few yeeres lance were borat by 
accident. 

The garrifon ofthis Towne conſiſts at this preſent of 


about one thouſand foote, in eight companies,of which 


the Barow of Lobel Collonell, is Captaine , and one of the 
Emperours Councells of Warre, and Vice Prefident of 
that Counſell. About ſome eight yeeres ſince the armes, 
which had beene taken from the Citizens when Arch- 
duke Leopald was Governour of the Citty in the yeare 
1619. were reſtored unto them againe, the Citizens 
being for the moſt part Proteſtants, and there being 
aſuſpition conceived of ſome ſecrer intelligence betwixt 
them and the Bohermrenr, bur eſpecially with che elder 
Count of Tyre : The Magiſtrates fearing ſome attempt 
of the Proteſtants againſt the Roman Catholicks, had 
cauſed the Proteſtants to bee difarmed. * 

The Burgmaſter, by the command of his Imperiall 
Majeſty, as lawfall Prince of this Archdutchy of Auſtria, 
heretofore did chooſe out and raiſe fower Companies 
of foote of Citizens, of three hundred a peece.  T heſe 
ſeleted men have beene uſed on urgent neceffities for 
the defenceof the City , as was larely practiſed in the 


thne of the laſt Hungarian ſeditions and rebellions, _- 
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der the direQion of Bethlem Gabor Prince of Trayſilvdnin. 
For when part of a garriſon was ſent to defend the Ca- 
ſtle of Presb»ry, the ſelected Citizens were forced to 
ſerve fopre moneths together , for the defence of the 
Towne. The pay of the garriſon is fixe florins a man by 
the moneth; bur for want of due payment they are often 
ſeene robeg in the ſtreers. 

In time of warre and danger, ſome Corners of horſe 
uſe to be taken into the ſuburbs; at other times the guard 
remaines unaltered. | 

Some thinke that the City of Y3e2zg is ſo populous, 
that ic containes, within and without, ſome chreeſcore 
thouſand ſoules, but the certaine number is hard to bee 
KNOWNEe. 

The ſabarbson the other ſide of the Dannbe are inha« 
bited by Ierves,as an land aparc,and in the Towne they 
have a place of commerce,where by day they ſelltheir 
commodiries : bur it is not lawfull for them to lie all 
night in Towne. But becauſe they bring great profits to 
the Imperiall Court, and for other cauſes and reaſons, 
they are not onely tollerated in this City, but they en- 
joy many great priviledges and liberties. 

The Evangelicall Lutheran Religion, or the confeſ- 
ſion of Augrbarg, being heretofore brought into this 
City, did afterwards ſo increaſe under the Emperour 
Maximilian the ſecond ; that the faid Evangelicks, a- 
mong(t other privelidges, had the cxerciſe of their re. 
ligion in the City ir ſelfe, even in the Minimes 
Temple, at the Provinciall Houſe. And although the 
Emperour Rodo{ph the ſecond,and before him Ferdinand 
the firſt, did reſolve to their power , co aboliſh rhe ex- 
grciſe of that religion; and began likewiſe a great refor- 


mation, and adyanced the bufinefle ſo farre, that under 
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the Emperour Rod»/ph the ſecond, the Evangelical ſtate 
of Lower Asſtria loſt the exerciſe of their religion in the 
Cityot Yiezns;and irſcemed as if an univerſall deforma- 
tion, and atorall ſappreſlion, and extirpation of all the 
Evangelicks, in thoſe Countries,would have followed : 
Yer the Emperour Mstt/hies the firſt, for divers great 
cauſes did moſt graciouſly grant the Evangelic:ll tate 
of Lower 4uſfria, the exerciſe of their religion in the 
Village called Hoerzelr, about a quarter of a German 
league from the City, and granted them his high Impe- 
riall and Archducall Protection ; notwithſtanding the 
Catholickc's, eſpecially the Cleargy, (whom the exerciſe 
of thar religion did vehemently offend ) perſwaded 
themſelyes, that the ſermons of Cardinal cloze/, would 
have endaced the Emperour againe.to prohibir the ex- 
erciſe of the Eyangelicks at Hoernals: And that he would 
nor permic them Evangelicall Matrimony, nor the ad- 
miniſtration of the Sacraments of Bapritme , and the 
Lords Supper. 

Bur when the Emperour Ferdinand the ſecond tooke 
the raines of the Roman Empire, ard had taken the 
City of Prag; a Prieſt did ſeriouſly inculcate ro his Maje- 
ſty,rhat whereas fince the ſtares of the Evangelical! Pro- 
vinces haq beene permicted the exerciſe of their relt- 
gion inthe Village of Hoeraals , by the Emperour Mat- 
#745 the firſt, they had ſo mulciplyed. that in that con= 
gregation there were ſometimes twenty, thirty, even 
forty, or fifty thonſand perſons, and therefore hee ear. 
neſi]y peritioned that the exerciſe of thatreligion might 
be aboliſbed by publike command. And thereupon ic 
came to paſſe, rhar a reformation of religion was dire- 
&-dinthe City of Yienza, by an Imperiall Mandate ; 
and the exerciſe: ofthe 4#2»fanconfeflion in che "—_ 
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of the German Empire. 
of Hoerwals(whichwas afterwards given to theCathedrall 
Church of St. Steves in Yieans ) was quite ſuppreſſed, 
upon a pretext thar the Baron Helhardt Torger, who 
was then in priſon at Li#/z, had no right of patrinzge 
in that Village, and all the Evangelicall Preachers were 
forbidden to enter the Cicy upon grievous puniſh- 
ments. Burt yet in Aris they were ſuffred, for their 
perſons, as heretofore z and ſome of the Citizens and in- 
habitants had leave to goe our of the Towne, unto 
Sermons and Sacraments after the Evangelicall minner, 
at I#tzerrdorff, belonging co the Lord Geyer of Cſterburg, 
a Mile from the City. 

Bur at the laſt, A#»o 1627. his Imperiall Maieſty fe- 
verely required all Eccleſiaſticall Evangelicks by publike 
Imperiall, and Archducall Proclamations and Man- 
dates, to void by a certaine time , all the Country of 
Auſtria and all other his Imperiall Majeſties heredicary 
Dominions, wich prohibicion under his highnefſe plea- 
ſare and unpardonable puniſhents, never to returne, or 
toremaine there upon any termes, 

In Ecclefiaſtically matrers the City of Fiennes , ac- 
knowledgech the Biſhop who hath ſpiricuall juriſdi- 
&ion over all rhe Biſhoppricke of Yiez#s. And the Bi- 
ſhop hath his Officiat alwaies in Y7exza. 

The Cathedrall Church , which is dedicated to St. 
Steves is of a coſtly , great, high and large building, ſer 
off on one ſide, with a very high ſpired and excellent 
faire ſteeple, in which rhere is a very great and goodly 
Bell. A like ſteeple was on the other fide began and 
broughr to ſome. perfe&ion , but was never finiſhed; 
this (they ſay)che Biſhop will p-rfe& , and make itan- 
ſwerableto the other , and it is thought thar in foure 


yeares ſpace it may be finiſhed. 
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The preſent Biſhop hath likewiſe cauſed all the o'4 
Biſhops houſe to be pul'd downe, and is building a large 
magnificent Pallace in the place, to which purpoſe hee 
hath obtained of rhe Emperour, a bundred thouſand 
Rixdullers, which was the price of the Duke of Meche}. 
byrgs reconciliation. 

This Church was raifed to-a Cathedrall by Pope >a] 
the ſecond,at the mediation of the Emperour Frederiche 
the third. The Biſhops revenew amounts bur to 8000, 
florins ; which is bur 1200 pounds ſterling. The preſent 
Biſhops name is Artory, who hath gained the Tirle: of 
Prince from the Emperour : And hee holds beſipes 
the Biſhoppricke , rhe wealthy Abby of Cremb/inun- 
ſter, ot St. Benners Order in Upper Aufria. He is alſo 
a Privy Councel!oar to his Imperiall Majeſty ,. and the 
firſt of the Counſell. His predeceflour was Cardinall 
Clozel, who dyed ar Fienna, In the yeare 1639, There 
are ſixreene Cannons of this Cathedrall, but by reaſon 
of the ſmall revenne of the Church, their ſtipends are 
but ſlender. They all dwell abour the Cathedrall, 

There are alſo divers other Churches nd Cloyſiers 
within and withour this City. | 

The Emperour Fredericke the ſecond founded the 
Univerſity at 77e24, 1n the yeare 1237. and indued it 
with very great priviledges and immunities, which 
were afterwards renewed , and amplified by Albert the 
third of Arftris, 

This Emperour Ferd3zard the ſecond;about the yeare 
1622, gave this AcaCemy to the leſuirs, with the ad- 
j2yning -nJ aypendant Burſes and Colledges or Con- 
vents, where nowt=ey teach and-breed' their ſchollers. 
His Mey alſo granted them the liberty of profeſſing 
Theology and Phil:ſophy, bar upon condition my the 
chairs 
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chaire ſhould be free for any of the Dominicavr, Franciſe 
cans.,07 Minimes to profeſle or diſpute. | 

The Lawyers and Phificians continue their ancienr 

combination , and every fixe moneths, they chooſe a 
new Recor. When they thinke fit ro call a Counſel! 
for the good of themſelyes:, or any other of the united 
perſons of the Univerſity; it ischoſen, andconſifts of 
ſixreeneof rhoſe faculties, The Recor of the Univer- 
ſiry bath juriſdiction over all the perſons and members 
of the Vniverſity. | 

The civill government of the City is ordered by the 
Senate, which conſiſts of eighreene Citizens and Sena- 
tors, to whom all buſinefles are propounded., concer- 
ning the particular or common good of the Citizens or 
City, and by chem they are deliberated. The chiefe of 
theſe is the Burgmaſter. Incriminall matters, the Burg- 
maſter hath his Aﬀeſlors and Aſſiſtants, Bur the ci- 
vill government 1s not abſolutely in the Senare, but 
dorh depend on the Licutenant-of. the Lower Auſtria. 
And atall Colledges,and conſal tations of the. Senators, 
an Imperiall Miniſteris alwates preſent in perſon. 

The Office of Lieutenant is now exercifed by Baron 
Sig frid Chriſtopher Prennez, one of his Imperiall Majeſties 
Privy Counlell,, andprefident of the government of 
Lower Auſtria, who hath chiefe cognizans in marters 
which concerne the Ciries, and civill government; and 
In the abſence of tis Imperiall Majeſty the goyernment 
1s ſolely in him. 

The Arſenall of 7iezzs is-compleatly furniſhed, nor 
onely with ſhips and Veſſels uſefll for the place z buc 
alio with Armes.all warlike preparation,and wirh great 
and imall Ordnance, which are there kept. The prefenc 
Maſter of the whichis Count Xantelier, by. Nation a Lor- 
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rave; but becauſe his Father brought him to the Impe.. 
riall Conrt when he was yong,avd he hath long perfor- 
med his office well, he is now eſteemed a German. 

The Court of Ceſar, er the Archducall Caſtle, in 
Dutch dos Burg; hath no ſingular ſplendor or magni- 
ficens, and is ſomewhar ſtraight for fo great a Prince 
and ſtately a Court. It containes in it a great Courc, on 
one ſide whereof, is the Imperial] Chancery; on the 
other fide is the Inner Caſtle, or the lodgings of the 
Emperour;and on the third fide is the Rampire of the 
City, wich a gallery upon ir. And on the fourth fide is 
the new Caſtle commonly called dze Newberg , and the 
Court in the midſt. 

In this Imperiall Pallace there is a VValdrope, and a 
Gallery with ſeverall chambers , which they call the 
Treaſury , wherein are kept great ſtore of all forts of 
moſt precious variety of gold , precious ſtones, and 
pearle; with piftoresand other things of curious worke- 
manſhip, and with many rare pieces of narure and arr, 
worth many millions. Amongſt other things, which 
are moſt worthy of note, is the Imperiall Crowne and 
Ecepter,and the Imperiall Globe ; moſt richly adorned 
with gold, and rich orientall D;amonds, valued at a 
million of gold ; made by the Emperour Rodolph for his 
owne ſacred perſon. Item a round globe, ſeven ſpanne 
11 compaſſe cut out of one intire Agate, with the In- 
ſcription of I x no v a u,made by nature it ſelfe in darker 
caraQers, Then a Vnicornes Horne of twelve or thir- 
reene ſpannes long. of which two laſt, the valew is in- 
eſtimable, becauſe their 1'ke in forme, heavry, quality, 
and quantity,are not to be found in the whole world. 
To this ſame Pallace in which the Emperour bimſelfe 


doth lodge, there belong two pleaſant gardens, the one 
bigger 
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bigger than the other, into which his Imperiall Majeſty 
hath an eary an commodious paſſage our of his owne 
lodgings. 

In this Court of the CaBle, called che Burgplatzneare 
the Emperours lodgings, is a company of Foot, and at 
the entry to the inner Caſtle,under the very gare,neere 
the Drawbridge,ten of che Guard,called Frabauten, doe 
commonly watch; and keepe their ſtarion rhere all day, 
with their Halberds, bur ar night they draw up the 
bridge, and watch within, untill they bee relieved by 
others of their fellowes. And before the chambers of 
the Emperour and Emprefſle, there are other Guards 
which waite with Javelins, called Hartſchzerer, and theſe 
are ever ready to attend and follow the Emperour 
whereſoever hee goeth, as well in Iourneys as whe 
hee goes to walce, as the ordinary horſe guard of his. 
body. | 


CHAP. 3. 


Of the perſon of the Emperowy Ferdinand the ſecond, and of 
his Imperial vertnes and qualities, his devotion and piety, 
his worker of kumiliatios, and of his diſpatch of buſine([e, 
recreations and meales. 


He Emperour Ferdinand the ſecond.,was ſonne to” 

the Archduke Charles of Auſtria,who lived at Gratz, 
and Grandchild to the Emperour Ferdinand the firſt ; 
and had as his heredetary countries the Dutchies of 
$1441 Carinthia, and Carniolg, wich other appendant 
Provinces. Bur when the ewo Lines of the Auſtrizs - 
family ; that of. the Emperour Maximilias the ſecord 
of Vienza , and that of Ferdinand the Archduke of Inf- 
bruck , were both tailed. And chat the Archduke "_ 
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who lived in the Low-conntriess, was growne old and 
weake,and had reteined the government of the 4»ſtriar 
Provinces ; His Imperiall Majeſty, partly by ſuccefſion, 
and partly by agreement and conſent, (bur chiefly, by 
his being choſen and Crowned King of Bohexmia and 
Hu#gery , which was a ſtrong foundation of his future 
greatnef{e ) obtained the poſſeſſion of all choſe Provin- 
ces. And after this on the 28. of Argyſt, Ano 1619.(the 
Emperonr 4atthias the firſt being dead,) he waseleGted 
and crowned Emperour at Frarcfurt on the Maize; Ar 
which time raigned theſe Kings and Princes in divers 
Kingdomes of Ewrope, Iams the firſt, King of Great 
Brittaine; L ® vy1s the thirteene, King of France; Pu1t1e 

the third King of Spaive;, CAarlsTIAN the fourth King 
of Denmarke; GvsTtavvs Avoreavs,King of Sweden, 
S1G015mvnD thethird, King of Poland; and in the Eaſt, 
the Sultan Oſman. 

Now for the perſon of his Imperiall Majeſty, he was 
of fifty nine yeares of age, ofa midling ſtature and cor- 
pulenr, of an excellent complexion, ſtrong and health. 
fall; his haire and beard ſomewhat gray , ofa gracefull 
preſence; of a kinde, meeke, bounteous, and liberall 
djſpoſition, and of a ſingular unnderfianding, eloquence 
and memory z temperate in meate and drinke, and mo- 
derate in fleepe ; heeſeldome went to bed rill ten ar 
nighr,and ſometimes nortill one ; and he ordinarily did 
riſe at foure inthe morning, and on his bended knees 
commend himſelfe by prayer to God. On feſtivall and 

ſolemne daies principally on the Apoſtles daies, he did 
confefſe and heare Maſſe. The thurſday before Eaſter 
he uſed to receive the holy Sacrament from the hands 
of the Popes Nuncio, in company of the Empreſle, the 
Eing,and Queeneof Hungary, the Archduke, _ = 
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Archdatcheſſe, and other principall perſons of the 
Court, accordivg to the rule of the Church of Rowe. 
Before his [mperial| Mzjeſty went ro Church , hee did 
appoint two Mafſesto'be ſaid in the chappell or cloſer, 
one for himſelfe, another for his lare wife ; who was ſt- 
ter ro Maximilian the preſent Duke of Bavaria ; and 
ſomerimes ar the ſame time hee did receive the Sacra- 
menr- And then he went to Church, where hee com- 
monly did heare a Sermon in Dutch of one of the IJe- 
fuics, whois the ordinary preacher of the Court, of a- 
bour an houre long. The Sermon ended, high Maſſe 
is celebrated with great devorion, and moſt ſweer Mn- 
ficke, which laſts ar leaſt an houre. After dinner he did 
uſe ro heare an 1t4/ian Sermon by the ordinary Court 
Italian Preacher, and after that the veſpers, which are 
ſung with great ſolemnity. And in this manner his Im- 
periall Majeſty ſpent almoſt the whole Sunday or holi- 
day. And ſometimes he did vifi: other Churches, both 
within & without the City;as the Domiaicage the Capn 
chins;the Teſuits,or the Carmelites, and in theſe Colledges 
and Convents he ſometimes did dine. | 

. Inthetimeof Advent,his Imperiall Majeſty did com- 
monly riſe very early, to frequent certaine Martins, like 
ſinging Maſſes, called Rorgte; becauſe at his entry is 
ſung the ſaid Rorate ce/3, which is followed with Muſicke 
of inſtruments and voices,almoſt an houres ſpace, which 
time the people imploy in their prayers and deyotions. 
The ſame Office is likewiſe ſolemnely celebrated with 
great concourſe in all the Churches. 

During the time of Lent, his Imperiall Majeſty was 
moſt diligently wont to heare Sermons, in his Court 
chappell, and in the Auguſiives Church which is neare 
the Caſtle ; andon Holidaies inthe Chappell of the 
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Minimes,eſpecially in the time of the penitentia[[proz 
ceſſions; and every day in Lent are ſung the Veſpers at 
large in the Imperiall Oratory. 

On Maundy thurſday before noone, his Imperiall 
Majeſty publikely,and before all there preſent,did waſh 
the feetof thirty poore men, then feede them and ſerve 
them in his owne perſon, attable. After he gave to 
every one a gowne, anda piece of gold of the yalew of 
a double Huzgarian ducar. 

Ar the ſame day and time,in another place apart; the 
Emprefle performes the ſame,out of hamilicy,to thirty 
poore women. 

The laſt Sanday before Eaſter his Imperiall Majeſty 
was wont to viſitall the Churches of the Towne on foot 
after the Catholicke Rowan manner, and to pray before 
the Tombes ereted in them. This laft yeare a coach did 
eaſe his feet of that pennance. 

During the weeke of holy Crofſe, beginning from 
Sanday to the feaſt of the Aſcenſion of Chriſt, his Impe- 
riall Majeſty was uſed to be at the accuſtomed Proceſii- 
ons,at which this yeare his weakeneſle hath not ſuffered 
him to be preſent. 

'- OnCorpmChriſtiday, when the great Proceſſion is ce- 
lebrated, his Imperall Majeſty did ufe to afliſt with all 
the Court on foot, bare headed, and ro pray on bended 
kneesar all the altars by the way. And the ſunGay fol- 
lowing, he was uſed to attend the Proceſſion of the Ie- 
fairs :and the next ſunday to bee preſent with great de- 
votion at the generall Proceſſion , which is very popu 

lous, and continnes from morning untill noone, 
For this cauſe the Popes Nuncio Cardinall ?9/atto in 
hisrelacion mads to Pope Yrban the eight; doth reſtifie 
(to th? great co:;ariendation of his Imperiall A - 
£ the 
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the Emperour Ferd3»4nd the ſecond may well be {tiled a 
holy Prince, a man after Gods owne heart, as was King 
David, and that for the candor of his conſcience, and 
his firme faith in God, the proteCtion of the Almighty 
hath beene ſo conſtanr,on his Imperiall perſon , thar as 
the Lords annoynted he never hath or could be oppreſ< 
ſed, or hurt by any, Asplain?ly appeareth by his Impe- 
riall magnanimity, in the very beginning of his raigne, 
and ſome following yeeres after, whenthe three Regal 
Offices and Counſellors of the Kingdome of Bohemia 
being throwne outof the window atPrag, in the.yeare 
1618. the 25.of ay (the Emperour Maiihas the firſt 
being yet alive) all his hereditary Provinces and Coun- 
treys were deſtroyed with fire and ſword, and his ſacred 
perſon (as it were) inthe midſt of hisenemies, having 
nothing remaining, but onely the City of Yienng, it was 
not poſſible to force him from his Refidence, bur on 
the conrrary hee was alwaies moſt miraculouſly preſer- 
yed by God. 

The ſame Nuncio reports alſo, that his Imperiall Ma- 
jeſty,hath ſaid,in greateſt dangers; that the divine pro- 
vidence had abundanrly manifeſted its ſtrength and po- 
wer in his facred perſon,above the reach and underſtan. 
ding of man. | 

And for matters of religion or conſcience, when hisg 
Imperiall Maieſty did depute a Connſellour or Com- 
miſſioner to that end, he did not precipitate a ratifica- 
tion, but firſt remit all to his Confeſſour , who is moſt 
acute and prudent father, whoſe counſell and a judge- 
ment his Imperiall Majeſty (as the ſheep his ſheepheard) 
did conſtantly follow with a willing and ready mind 
and heart;and tocleare himſelfe from all ſcruples of con- 
{cience,he did referre unto him all,eyen the leaſt —_ 
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On other daies, (except the Lords day) having heard 
ewo Maſſes and diſpatched his private conſultations, for 
every day, or at leaſt every other day, hee did hold a 
Counſell, unlefſe there were ſomething of greater mo- 
ment to diſpatch, his Imperiall Majefty uſed to goe out 
of rowne to take the aire, or to hunt (in which kinde of 
exerciſe he did moſt delight )and commonly returned 
not till night : whence the proverb grew, that his Im- 
periall Majeſty in three things was indefatigable; towit, 
In devotion,in counſell,and in hunting. And alchough 
ſometimes he did returne ſomewhat lace and tired from 
hunting; yet did hee never refuſe or forbeare to figne 
with his owne hand forty,fifty,or threeſcore or more 
ſeverall things at one time, concerning the buſinefſe of 
the Empire , and other matters, and without the leaſt 
ſhew of diſpleaſure or impatience ; and then hee did fic 
downe to meate. So that his Imperiall Majeſty did 
neverreturne from counſel], from hunting, or from au- 
dience ( as they terme it, ) without preſcribing or fig. 
ning ſomewhat, or reading memorials, or being other- 
wiſe imployed. And foraſmuch as his Imperiall Majeſty 
by reaſon of the many buſineffes of the Empire, and 0- 
thers of great conſequence, could not himſelfe read the 
leaſt parr of chem; if there was any thing preſented to. 
himſelfe, or to the maſterof his chamber, hee did com- 
mand it to be ſent by a waiter or hutſher of the chamber 
unto the Counſel] proper for the buſineſſe , that it 
might be ſpecdily difpatched. 

His Imperiall Majeſty was moſt of all delighted in 
hunting (as 1s ſaid?) and in Mufickez and di 3 keepe all 
kind of dogges, and ſtrange birds, for hunting and haw* 
king. OfHuntſmen and Falcners, hee had about 150. 


But befides theſe, his Imperiall Majeſty, in all his here- 
| | ditary- 


of the German Empire; 
ditary Kingdomes, and Provinces, had a chiefe Huntf- 
man with divers others, and dogges without number. 
Hedid uſe apiece yery skiifully :buc his chiefeſt plea- 
ſare was to mooſe-his-game, and with his owne hand to 
kill wild boares, which he afterwards ſent for preſents of 


honour to forraine Ambaſſadours and Agents, and to- 


the officers of the Court. And he was wont to keepe a 
catalogue of the annuall number of the Deere he killed, 
and ſent to theEle&tour of $ax02y. 

His Imperiall Majeſty was likewiſe very curious to 
oct exquiſite Mufitians,and to theſe two kinds of men, 
Mauſfitians and Huntſmen, he did give very liberally,and 
ſpend mach money on them. Muſickehe faid,is profi- 
cable.and fit for the praiſe and honour of the Almighty ;; 
and to make the heart of man merry. | 

His Imperiall Majeſty did ordinarily dine in his Anti- 
chamber, bur moſt commonly ſap with the Empreſle. 
Two yeares ſince, his Imperiall-Majeſty, withthe Em< 
prefle, King and Queene of Hz»gary, and the Archduke 
and Archdutcheſſe, on ſolemne and grear feaſts, ( as-at 
Chriſtmar,Eafter and hitſoxtide,) uſed to eat in publike 
in the Chamber of the Knights and Nobles, before a 
oreat multicude ; where there was commonly moſt ex- 
qaiſire Muficke of [oſtruments, 

The Emperours Table is uſually attended by the Or= 
dinaries of the chamber, Sewers, Cupbearers, and ſuch 
like Officers, and ſometimes alſo by Princes, Earles,and 
Barrons of the Empire, who having waited abour an 
houres ſpace, withdraw themſelves. For no Prince is 
admirted ro fir at the Emperours table in his Court at 
Yienns-;, burelſewhere, and in the Country, bee ſome- 
times though ſeldome ar his refidence, cauſerh ſome 
to ſit at table with him, according as they are grear and 
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eminent either by their birth and quality,or in his grace 
and favour. 

' Tc is worth the obſerving , that Chriſtian the elder 
Prince of Azhalt, being reconciled to the Emperour, 
preſented the towell to his Imperiall Majeſty after waſh- 
ing, and after waited barcheaded; but when he had re- 
ceived his inveſtiture and feudalities from the Empe= 
rour , and ftood likewiſe barcheaded before the Impe- 
riall cable ; the Emperour conſidering it, would not ad- 
mit thereof; and thereupon by the chiefe Marſhall of 
kis Court, (which then was the Earle of Lozeaſtein, ) 
commanded him to put on his hat, which he did; and 
withall co fit at the table with him, which he did alſo in 
the Caſtle of 73en»2, 

" When his Imperiall Majeſty firs art the table with the 

Emprefſe,in ſtead of Noblemen, Knights, and Gentle- 

men, the Imperiall Ladies and maids of the Empreſle' 
ſerve at the table, and then there is moſt exquiſite Mu« 

ficke; otherwiſe there isno muſicke at dinner, unlefle 

it be on feſtivall and holydaies. 

The meates which are ſerved on the Imperiall board, 
are neither coſtly nor dainty, norany way ſaperfluous 
m ſplendor or magnificence,for ſo great a Prince. 

According to the time and occaſion there are Teſters, 
which make ſport and tell merry tales. Amongſt theſe 
Tones 13 the prime for ſadden jeſts, but they are never ſo 
free as when the Emperour is abroad,or hunting.

\9aVg Jen his Imperiall Majeſty goes to the Church, 
; V Y the King of Hazgary being preſent, goes next 
before him, in a Coach alone; and then followes his Im- 
periall Majeſty., either alone, or with the Empreſſe. 
When the Queene of H#»garyis preſent, the Emprefle 
and ſhe, and the Archdutchefle are moſt commonly.car« 
ried inone Coach,and follow next after che Emperour : 
and after chen the Ladies and Gentlewomen'in divers 
Coaches. The Archduke goes before the King, and be- 
fore all theſe on foote goe the Courtiers, Knights, and 
Imperiall Miniſters of all forts and condition. On-both 
fides walke the Guard called Hartſchierer and Trebamien 
barcheaded, which indeed isa brave ſight and makes a. 
great traine, ? 

A tronpe of Sonldiers on foote follow the Ladies, 
whichattend and waite on the Emperour from his go- 
ing ont of Court ill he retarne, to dine at the Court or 
any where elſe, be itin a Monaſtery or Colledge,or any 
other place whereſoeyer. 

The Popes Nuncio and other Ambafſadours, never 
appeare before his Imperiall Majeſty; till after divine 
ſervice, orother publike aCts bee done; and then they 
preſent themſelves to his Imperiall Majeſty, and waite 
upon him to his Coach ,. and then they preſently re- 
Ure.. 
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When his Imperiall Majeſty is in the City, ont of the 
Courr, the Ciry gates are all ſhar, and locked up. 

The great Maſter of the horſe; doth uſe ro goe with 
his head covered on the left ſ1de of the Imperiall Coach, 
butabroad he ſics in the Coach ouer againſt the Empe= 
Tour. | | | 

When the Emperonr goes out of his chamber to 
Church or Chappell,and returnes againe by the Knighes 
great chamber and antichamber, the Pages of honour, 
. the Nobles, Knights, Gentlemen of thechamber.Coun« 
ſciloors, Barrons, Earles, Princes, and orher Officers of 
ſeverall conditions, follow them. After the Princes 
follow the Ambaſſadoars, if any bee preſent, then rhe 
Popes Nuncio, the Archduke, the King of Hungary, 
: and then his Imperiall Majeſty ; and afrer him the Em- 
prefſe, the Queene of Hungery, the Archdurchefle, every 
one with his h ofmaſter, and laſt of all, the Ladies of 
honour. The Guard of both ſorts waite rill the craine 
- be paſſed, anduntill his Imp«riall Majeſty be set ar din- 
\ ner, within and withonc the Knights chamber eyen co 
' the antichamber. On Sundaies and feſtivall daies, the 
Trumpets uſe to ſound in the Court of the Caſtle called

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che roome where his Imperial! Majeſty gives audience, 
no man may put on his hat, bur an abſolute Prince, or a 
Prince of tht Empire, a Cardinall, rhe Popes Nuncio, 
and Kings Ambaſſadours. 

Here it isalſo ro be obſerved, that when his Imperiall 
Majeſty is to paſſe the Knights chamber, and comes 
neare it, one of the huiſhers with a key raps the doore 
twice, for a ſigne of his Imperiall Majeſties comming. 
When the Emperour paſſerh the chamber of Knights, 
divers petitions and memorials are frequently preſenred 
to him; and withali, he is admoniſhed and put in mind 
of rhe neceſſity and importance of the buſinefſe, which 
his Imperiall Majeſty moſt gracioufly receives, -nd gives 
eare unto every ones petition, although ſomerimes icbe 
very long with great patience and equanimity, without 
diſpleafure or anger. 

When his Imperiall Majeſty ſes any forraine Knight 
of ſpeciall qualities, or any who 1s lately returned to the 
Imperiall Court, whom he had knowne beforeghe gives 
him his hand to kifſe. He willingly heares propoſitions 
made unto him , and moft graciouſly anſwereth them, 
and ſometimes of himſelfe hee moves and askes ſome 
gentle and plealing queſtions, 

He receives all writings and memorials with his owne 
hands, and carries them with him into his owne cham- 
ber, and never gives them away, untill he come thither. 
He uſually ſpeaketh German or Italian, and ſomerimes 
alſo Latine, and that very readily and correQtly ; but ne- 
ver ſpeakes French or Spanniſh, no not with the Span= 
niſh Ambaſſadour himſclfe, | 
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CHAP. 6, 


Of the yearely revenewes of the Kingdomes, aud heredztary Prot 
vipces of his Imperiall Maieſty. 


IF is difficult to ſpeake certainely ofthe yearely reye: 
newes of his Imperiall Majeſty,out of his Kingdomes 
and hereditary Provinces ;, becauſe thoſe Countries, 
aſwell by reaſon of the ordinary and extreordinary con- 
eribucions,as for other cauſes are changed much from 
the ancient ſtate, and are very uncertaine. 

His Imperiall Majeſty hatha very great revenew,from 
the Hazzerian mines of gold and filyer,but doth expend 
it all,and much more in preſerving the places bordering 
on the Tarke. 

The Dake of Bavaria hath long pofſefled the Vpper 
A8ſiria,for twelve millions of florins payd at Katisboze, 
in the yeare 1622. andſtill by that agreement ir remai- 
neth ingaged unto him. Andthisat the preſentis much 
depopulated in diyers places by the infarrections of the 
boores, | 

The Marqnifate of Vpper andÞ.ower 7xſatia in the. 
yeare 1636. was. granted to the Elef&tour of $ax02y, for 
ſome millions in hereditary propriety. 

The revenew of Bohemia and Moravia, beſides the 
ordinary and extraordinary contributions and other im- 
poſitions, ſome few yeares ſince, amounted about-ſome 
three millions yearely. 

The revenew of Sileſia hath beeneuncertaine of late 
yeares, but the yearely impoſt'on Beere onely, is farre 
above two hundred thouſand florins. 

Butthe revenewes of Lower Anſtr44, Stiria,Carinthia, 
Carniola, ec. are of all othets the moſt certaine, ſafe and 
ordinary, 
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ordinary, and theſe according to report, amount unto 
about two millions of florins. 

The faithfull ſabjeQs alſo of his Imperiall Majeſties 
dominions, doe yearely ſen to the Imperiall Coure 
ſome hundred chouſand florins. The provinciall Dyets 
doe likewiſe helpe him to much money. And beſides 
all theſe, the goods which were confiſcated by reaſon of 
the many rebellions in Boherzia and Moxgn7a, and in the 
Vpper 4#f772,and ſomewhat 1n the Lower,have brought 
above three and forty millions of florins to the Impe- 
riall Treaſary, fince the yeare 1618, 


CHaP, To 


Of the Empreſſe, King Fzxv1nand thethird, the Queene 
Maxy, Archdxhe Leopald William, and the Emperonrs 
daughters. 


| Sans the Roman Empreſſe, daughter of Yz»cept, 
the elder Dake of Mantovs, and fiſter to the late de 
ceaſed Duke 7Y:#cent of Mamtops, is now thirty ſeyen 
yearesof age, of a perfe@ ftature, gentle countenance, 
and wile ; a good wife, liberall, mercifull, and mecke. 
She had for her dowry from her Ducall houſe, about 
three hundred thonſand crownes : And his Imperiall 
Majeſty hath given her lands in lower Aaſt7ia to above 
that valew in exchange. VVhen ſhe was crowned at Preſ- 
burg, the Hungarians preſented her a hundred thouſand 
Rixdollers - and in the ſecond provinciall Dyet of u#- 
2ary eighteene thouſand Rixdollers, and another time 
alſo, thirty thouſand. His Imperiall Mijeſty allowes her 
commonly eyery moneth rwo thouſand florins, (which 
in Engliſh is no more than three hundred pound: ſter- 
ling,)& a Country houſe commonly called FazoritezhofF 
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Her habit is almoſt Spanniſh, ſhe is pious and religt< 
ous, and entertaines Ecclefiaſticall perſons with grear 
loye and honour,and chiefly Capuchins and Carmelites, 

His Imperiall Majeſty hath left foure children living, 
Ferdinand the third, King of Hungary and Bohemia; Leopald 
Willian, Archduke of Auſtria; Maria Anna, wite of Maxi 
&i/jan Duke of Bavariaand z and Cecilia Renata, who is 
yet unmarried - all borne of his Impe11all Majeſties firſt 
wife, who was his coſin german,and fiſter to Maximi/iars 
Duke of Bavaria. | 

King Ferdinand the third is now of nine and twenty 
yeares of age compleat ; hee is well favoured, of an he. 
roicke countenance and faſhion, of a taller ſtature than 
his father, blacke haire and beard, becomming his royalli 
face, and giving ita manly forme ; hee is wiſe, prudent 
and ferious,carefull of his reputation, ſilent, and in ma- 
ny things like the Duke of Bavaria. He payes his debts 
duely, but withall, he knowes well how to practice the 
proverb, Ne guid #imis, or rather as the Dutch, Neepe 
reckon d,well payd; yet will be wanting in nothing which 
Is juſt and decent. His ſtudies (in which he hath well 
profited) are fit for a King, as well neceſſary in warre as 
in peace, chiefly the Mathematickes, and art of warre 
and fortification, he ſpeakes many Languages, Germay, 
Tialian, Latin, Bohemian and Spanziſh. He is deyour, and 
religious : and he hath a particular Court of his owne. 

The Queene his wife is the Tofanta Mary, lifter of Philip 
the 4th. King of Spaize, whoſe dowry(the ſame with the 
Qaeene of France) was five handred thouſand crownes, 
every crowne valued at thirteene ryals. The King her 
brother alſo was at the care and charge of her tranſport 
£92nto the furtheſt parts of Auſtria. 

Archduke Leopold William, Bithop Strasburg, _ 
an 
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and Hatterſtadt, is three and twenty yeeres of age, tall 
andof a ftrong complexion, a loyer of hunting ; he hath 
put on the habit of a Churchman. Bur it is ſaid, that he 
w1ll not continue fn this Eccleſiaſticall ſtate, bur intends 
to marry. 

The Archdutcheſſe Mary 42#e, who is now married to 
the Duke of Bavaria her uncle, of the age of twenty 
eight, well bred, devour ard vertnouse, prudent and in- 
duſtrious,of blacke haire and eyes,of a moſt ſweet coun- 
tenance, well skil'd in Germaz and Italian. Fadiflans the 
now King of Pojazd ſhould have married her : bur, they 
fay, the marriage was hindred by the States of Poland, 
and by the Kings Counſellors; ſhee was afterwards in- 
rended for the Cardinal] 7»fazt, the onely ſonne alſo 
of the Prince Palatine of Newbarg : Albert Duke of Bang- 
ria, asalſo Bethlem Gabor Prince of Tranſilvania by the 
example of $3giſmand Bather deſired to have married 
her; to which effec the Tranſilvanian ſent his Ambaſſa- 
dours to his ſacred Imperiall Majeſty at Newſtat. But at 
laſt her uncle Maximilien Duke of Bavaria carried her. 

The yonger Imperiall Princeſſe , the Archdutcheſſe 
Cecilia Ranaia, 1s five and twenty yeares old, fairer fac'd: 
chan her ſiſter, godly, vertnous, and very well brought 
up, but ſpeakes her Mother tongue onely German, and 
although ſhe underſtand 7talias, ſhe ſpzakes it not. The 
common opinion and conjecture is, ſhe ſhall be married 
to the Cardinall T»fart. 

Theſe two Imperiall Princeſſes are of a perfeC&t pro- 
portion and ſtature , and ſomewhat of a ſtrong com- 
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of the foure chiefs Officers of the Imperiall Court , the High 
Steward, the High Marſhall, High Chamberlaine, and 
High Maſter of the Horſe, and of thoſe of the Chamber, and 
of their 41des, Pages of honour, Guards aſwell horſe gs foot, 
Court Chaplaines, and Imperial father Confeſſaur. 


Mn e higheſt and chiefeſt Office of the Imperiall 
Courr,is the high Steward;a grave man,ſtately,and 
now aged, who heretofore nnder the Emperour 74t- 
iis was high Chamberlaine. 

The high Marſhall of the Court is a great and profi- 
rable office of authoricy and reputation, whoſe juriſdi- 
ction extends it felfe nor onely over all the Conrtiers, 
Officers, and others belonging to the Imperiall Court, 
but alſoover foraigne Agents, Reſidents, Ambaſſadonrs, 
and Deputies ; ſollicicing and negotiating affaires and 
buſineſſes in the Imperiall Court: and oyer all chat have 
any imployment at Court, workemen, lewes, and ſach 
like. His office alſo is to aſſigne lodgings to every one 
according to diſcretion 2 when the Emperour removes 
his Court elſewhere, excepr ar the EleForall and -Im- 
periall Dyets, for there the hereditary Marſhall of the 
Empire doth exerciſe his juriſdiction. The ſaid Court 
Marſhall hath his Quartermaſter, and other inferiour 
harbingers(commonly called Farriers) under him ; who 
have the charge of billerring and lodgings. And his Im- 
periall Majeſty being abſtnr, the chiefe Marſhall of the 
Court 1s his Vicegerent. 

Vnder the juriſdiction of the high Chamberlaine, are 
thaſeof the chamber,and all others ſerving therein, He 
conducts all Kings Ambaſſadours, and other Princes, 

| : Lords, 
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Lords, and Knights, unto their audience wirh his Im- 


periall- Majeſty. He receives all lecters of credence from 
all Ageats and Sollciters, as well of forraigne Princes, 
as of thoſe of the Empire, and all others ſent to the Im- 
periall Court, directed to his Imperiall Majeſty, and 
ſignifies the prefixed time of theirandience by a huiſher 
of the Chamber. He often watcheth whole nights him- 
felfe before the Imperiall Chamber, he weares a guilt 
key of the chamber,as doe the reſt of the chamber, tyed 
to a blacke filke ſtring, which is a ſigne they are of the 
Chamber to his Imperiall Majeſty. Thofe of the Cham 
ber receive themſelyes the golden key from the high 
Chamber]aine, and going from Court, they are bound 
todeliyer itup to him againe; and returning backe to 
che Imperiall Court they receiye it againe, and weare it 
as before. Their monthly ſtipend is forty florins (ſix 
pound ſterling) with their dyet at Court,asalfo have the 
other twelve of the Chamber in ordinary. | 

There are divers others alſo of the Chamber,who re- 
ceive neither wages nor dyet,norought elfe,except the 
guilt key,with the title and honour, 

Twoof the twelve of the Camber in ordinary, eyery 
weeke by turnes lie and watch all night before the Im- 
periall Chamber. When the Emperour eates in the an- 
tichamber, they take the afſay of the meate, which is 
ſerved thither. If any one be to be made of the Cham- 
ber, he muſt take an oath of his allegiance to his [mpe- 
riall Majeſty, before the high Chamberlaine, and give 
ſecurity; 

Inthe abfence of the kigh Chamberlaine, the eldeft 
of the Chamber ſapplies his Office. When his Im- 
periall Majeſty ſits publikely art table, the Sewers,wbich 
are truely Noblesand of ancient families, (ſome of _ 
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being Barons and Earles) ſerveand waite at Table, and 
ſo doe the Cupbearers and Pantlers, and over them all 
33a certaine Officer (commonly called 0b7i/er Siebel mey- 
fer) who is otherwiſe one of the Chamber, who bearing 
a blacke ſtaffe, uſhers the diſhes which are brought cothe 
Imperiall cable ;- neither hath hee any certaine wages, 
beſides his dyetat Court, Hee uſcth alwaies to attend 
his Imperiall Majeſty in travelling, and hath a horſe, or 
a coach roome appointed for him. Of theſe and the 
like Nobles and Courtiers, there are about threeſcore 
which have onely their dyet and accommodation , as 
they call it, in travelling; and who remaine in Court in 
hope of ſome better preferment , which they ſe{dome 
or never expect in vaine,unlefſe ſometimes their fortune 
be ſlow and too long comming. 

His Imperiall Majeſty hath alſo ſome ſ-rvants of the 
Chamber, who are by their places ro hearken after com- 
mon diſconrſes and rumours, and theſe uſe to make re- 
lations of what they conceive will prove acceprable. 
They are honoured wich Nobility and have their dyer 
at Court, and havealſo horſes or coach-roome for tra- 
vell allowed, and fixteene florins wages by the month. 

And as his Majeſties Imperial liberality ard innate 
bounty rowards his faithfull Servants and Courrtiers is 
inexhauſtjble: ſo he doth ſometimes according to the 
quality of the ſervice, reward them very liberally , be- 
ſides their ordinary wages, that afterwards they may 
more patiently expe&, untillGod ſhall further favour 
them, remembring (as it were) that the rich man who 
enterfained his ſervants alwaies with that comforr, to 
reward them largely after his death, was admoniſhed 
by this inſcription : Give thine whilſt it is thine, which 
efter dearh 3s none of thige. Wherenpon his Imperial 
| Maieſty 
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Maieſty about two yeares ſincefaid to the Teſaits,be ta- 
king Fathers, you ſhall not have.alwaies with you Ferd;- 
#4#d the ſecond. | Ss. 

There are likewiſe hiaſhers of the chamber,who wait 
at the doore of the Antichamber , and fuffernone bat 
thoſe who are allowed to enter there, theſe have a 
month ly ſtipend of twelve florins, | 

The great maſter of the Horſe hath authority and 
command over all that belong tothe Stables. He helpes 
his Imperiall Majefty,when he gets on horſeback. When 
he rides out of Towne , he fits in the- Imperiall Coach 
with his head covered, But when he goes to Church, 
he goes on foot on the left hand of the Coach, alſo his 
head covered, | | 

The expence of his Imperiall Majeſty for the Stables, 
isgreat; for hee keepes ſome hundreds of horſes , of 
which many are ſpoyled by hunting : and beſides theſe 
in his hereditary Provinces, he hath many and ſtately 
Stables. | 

Part:ofthe Pages of honour are Germans, part Naliavy, 
and Belgians.ſeldom of other Nations. They are brought 
up In ſtady and the exerciſe of the body , and are af- 
terwards preferred to the offices of Sewers, Cupbearers, 
or thelike, asalſo ſome to more'eminent offices, as their 
qualivies deſerve. They hold the torches in the Chne- 
ches or Chappels behind the Prieſts, while Maſle is ce- 
lebrated; their livery is of three collours, yellow,blacke, 
and white. TE | 

Of the Guards, ſome are horſemen or lanciers, (com- 
monly called Herifhjerer) and of them there are one hun- 
dred, in the time of the former Emperonrs they were 
nobly deſcended, ſome alſo of late have beene of noble 


Fanulles, aud others expert and approved ſouldiers a- 
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apinlt the T#rke, the common enemy of Chriſtendome, 
m the warres of Hxgery; bur at this day the greateſt 
part are of meane condition. In Towne they waite'on 
foote, bearing their Lances,but out of Towne as horſe- 
men , they are cloathed as Pages with a livery of three 
colours. | 

The Guards on foote(commonty called T7abawtes)are 
m number one hundred alſo. Thefe waite onely in 
Towne with their halberds, and are, for the moſt part, 
tradeſmenandmechaniques-their coates and cloaths are 
likewiſe of three colours. 

The fixe Court-chaplaines or Deacons areal Prieſts, 
every morning they fing Maſe, and in their tarnes by 
weekes they fay grace before the Imperiall Table, they 
are little eſteemed, they haye every one their dyet at 
Court, andthree hundred florins { or 45. ponnd fter- 
ting) wages yearely; and one of them who is the chiefe 
Parochus, hath foure hundred florins, beſides which 
they uſually enjoy ſome other Ecclefiaſticall benefices, 
whereby they may the better provide for their neceſ- 
faries. 

The Emperours Confeffour is Father Laimormain, of 
the order of the Jeſuits, by Nation a Flemming or Wal- 
 loewe,and an old man. He hath'the greateſt authoriry in 
the Imperiall Court, as he who hath the heart of Ceſar, 
and his conſcience in his hands, and at his becke z his 
counſels and advices as well in Ecclefiafticall cafes of 
conſcience, as in politike affaires prevaile before all o- 
thers, and unto him they are referred. Whoſo hath this 
farher for his Parron,may-ſafely effe& his buſineſle in 
the Imperiall Court, 
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Of the ſeveral] Imperiall Court Counſel gs of the Cabinet Coun- 
ſell, the Imperiall Court Connſell, the Chamber Court Couge 
ſell, Millitary Connſetl, Eccleſiaſticall Counſell, Counſel! of 
conſcience, Hungarias Connſ:l, Bohemian Counſell, and 
confiſcation Contſell, 


3% Privy.Councelloursof the Cabiner, excell the 
other Counſcllours in dignity , for they are im- 
ployed in conſultation of States matters,concerning the 
peace and warre of the Emperours hereditary King- 
domes and Dominions, and the petitions and Com- 
mands of forraigne Kings and Princes. To theſe alſo 
belong all matters of the Chambers, and whatſoever is 
firſt debated and deliberated by other Counſels, and 
concluded by votes, and referred to his Imperiall Ma- 
jeſty. Andallo, what other Counſels have before deci- 
ded, the Cabinet Counſell afterwards ſometimes chan- 
gethor otherwiſe diſpoſeth of, and from thence is the 
Imperiall, reſtitution to be expectedin all things. 

In matters of che Empire , the judgement and ſen- 
tence of the Imperiall Court Counſell, grounded-on 
ſtrong and firme reaſons, is ſeldome reje&ted or chan- 
ged by the Cabinet Counſell. And hence it appeares 
thar all chings firſt come to his Imperiall Majeſty, be- 
fore their diſpatch ; except {mall matters,which may of 
courſe be granted by the Preſident of the Imperiall 
Court Counſel}, or Vice Chancellorof the Empire. 

All matters of grace, of what nature ſoeyer they 
bee, are preſented to his Imperiall Majeſty , wich all 
humblenefle, and preſently hey paſſe and belong unto 
the Imperiall Cabinet Counſell; yet ſometimes his Im- 
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periall Majeſty cauſeth them to be referred tothe Im- 
periall Court Counſell, that he may underſtand their 
reformation and judgement, before he gives his owne 
gracious judgement thereupon. I 

About two yeares fince the Prince of Eggenberghad 
the direftion of this Cabinet Counfell,and was abſolate 
Patron ofCeſars will,ſo that they then had but one hearr 
& one way; as the Prince of Eggenberg within the Cour 
had all the power, ſo the Dake of Frifand did ſway in 
the wares. 

And: alchough he kept his bed'almoſt continually by 
reaſon of the gout and collicke, with which he was much 
afflicted , -and although his honſe was a good diſtance 
from the Imperiall Court, yet his Imperiall Majeſty ap- 
pointed his Cabinet Counſell to bee alwaies aſſembled 


there, and himſelfe paſt ro his houſe from the Archdus-: 


call Gaſtle, or Imperiall Court through a long Gallery, 
andafſiſted in his owne perſon at the conſultations. Ne1- 
ther did he onely viſit him art times of Counſell, but o- 
ther times alſo daily, and ſometimes often in one day, 
And his Imperiall Majeſty,and the Empreffe did often 
aſe to play and ſport themſelyes in his houſe. This Prrice 
was of an admirable judgement, a quicke underſtan- 
ding, a great capacity and eloquence,and framed by na- 
ture to a moſt comely ſhape, a bigot in religion,difſem- 
bling, moſt: happy in adviſing and reſolving counſells ; 
and on that knew how to ſatisfie his Imperiall Majeſty 
in all things. | 

The Emperour had mightily inriched him,and made 
him very great, as may 1n'part appeare by the titles 
which he enioyed whilft hee lived. It was then a Pro- 
verbe, thatthe Emperour had*three mighty hills ; to 
wit, Eggenberg, Werdeaburg, and Queſteuberg : and 
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chree precious ſtones Dietrichſtein , walſtein and Lie- 
chexfieis in his hereditary Kingdomes and Provinces ; 
for that thoſe Families hadattrafted and appropriated 
to themſelves a great part of the beſt and faireſt domi- 
ritons in the hereditary Provinces of his Imperall Ma- 
jeſty. 
But as this Prince of Egge#berg hath ſtill enjoyed the 
conſtanr grace of the Emperour, the favour of all the 


houſe of 4»ſfria,the eſteeme and praiſe of all the Impe-- 


riall Court, and a generall reſpe& and honour of all the 
Country and Empire:Soon the other fide,as ſoone as the 
treaſon of the Duke of Fridlaed & his conſpiracy, inten- 
ded at Pies, was diſcovered, both the Emperours grace 
and all other mens fayour and reſpe& towards him be- 
gan to faile - ſo that he had but eyen time enough, yea 
ſcarce enough (when the King of Hungary Ferdinand the 
third, taking his laſt leave of the ſaid Prince of Eggen- 
berg, and bidding him farewell, without thoſe termes of 
kindnefſe, which otherwiſe are uſaally given to Princes 
of the Empire) to withdraw himſelfe our of the Court, 
and in the beſt manner he could, make (as it were) his 
retreatinto Stiris. 

Of the Cabiner Counſell ro the Emperour were, the 
Cardinall of Dietrichſleis, a Moravian by Nation ;- the 
Biſhop of Y3ezza of the Rhine ; the Count of Mrgar, ant 
Auſtrian ;, the Count of Tranimanſdorff + Stirian;, the 
Count of Fugger of Su:234;the Abbot of 7.3li:wfield a Weſt- 


phatian ; the Count of Schlich a Bohemian ; the Count of 


Werdenberg an Italian ; Count Mansfelt an Earle of the a- 
cred Roman Empire, who ſeldome comes to Counſell; 
Count Schlawatoa Bohemian; Count Kewenhnller a Carin- 


thian; the Countof Morrburg a Franconign,and the Lord: 


Brenwer an Auſtrian.

The Imperiall Court Connſell next in ranke to the 
Cabinet Counſell, is where all affaires of the Empire 
both publike and private are both conſidered and de- 
cided, according to the lawes and conſtitations of the 
Empire, and according to the grants and charters of pri- 
viledge and immunities of the EleCtours, Princes, and 
States of the Sacred Roman Empire, that every one 
may be maintained and eſtabliſhed therein; and nor by 
any meanesbe burchened, contrary to the Lawes. 

The Counſellors of this Counſell are partly Nobles, 
and partly Doctours. Of the Nobles there are bur fixe 
of theEmpire, the reſt are.,all borne in the Emperours 
hereditary Provinces. The Doctours are many, and 
moſt of thera borne in the Empire ; that is, within the 
Auſtrias Provinces. And becaule the affaires of the Ele- 
Cours, Princes, and States of the Sacred Roman Empire 
are of great moment ; therefore the conſultation and 
diretionbeing made, his Imperiall Majeſty 1s informed 
thereof in his Cabinet Counſel], and from thence his 
reſolution isexpe&ted. Hence the diſpatches are ſent to 
the Secretary , and being prepared, the ſaid Secretary 
firſt ſubſcribes himſelfe on the lefc hand below, after- 
wards the Vicechancellour of the Empire, in the midle 
towards the right hand, and laſtofall his Imperiall Ma- 
zeſty fignes the cloze under the writing, towards the 
Tight fide, 

The yearely wages of every one of the Imperiall 
Court Counſcllours, is twelve hundred florins, ( one 
hundred and forty pounds ſterling ) and beſides his Im» 
periall Majeſty diſtributes and gives them gratificati- 
ons, according to their merit ; and according as every 
one hath faithfully and profitably diſcharged his office 
on his Imperiall Majeſty. +6 . 
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_ 'The Court Counſell of warre, is compoſed for the 
moſt part, of Knights and Commanders. In this they 
doe confitle and make proviſfon for the garriſons and 
fouldiers, how to continue the warre and to affigne ne- 
ceſfary allowance to the ſoaldiers, money for the armies, 
victuals, and proytfion ; and to'ſupply chem with mani- 
tion and all other things, directed for the good, profit, 
and benefit of his Imperiall Majeſty,in all things which 
may and oughtto be done, 

The Court Counſel! of the Imperiall Chamber, hath 
not onely power and juriſdiction inall other chambers, 
bur alſo lookes unto all the reyenewes and rents aſwell 
of the Empire, as chiefly of his Imperiall Majeſty , his 
hereditary Provinces. For althongh every one of his 
Imperiall Majeſties hereditary Kingdomes and Provin- 

_ ces, havea peculiar chamber, yer all of them dependup- 
on the ſaid Court chamber. | 

The refolutions of this chamber are ſomewhat ſlow 
and tedious ;z and thence it was, that in the Diet of the 
Kingdome of H»2gery, this amongſt others was preſen- 
red as agreat grievance, that the States and fabjets of 
that Crowne, could not obtaine diſpatch, but were con« 
ſtrained at great expence and charges, tonegle& the 
affaires and buſineſſes of cheir owne familie, to attend 
in vaine this Court chamber, The now prefident of 
this Counfel! and Court chamber, is an Ecclefiaſticall 
Prelare. 

And hereir is chiefely tobe obſerved, rhatthe Pre- 
fident of the Conrr chamber whodire&@s ſomany mil- 
lions of revenewes from the Emperonrs her<ditary 
KirgTlomes and Proyinces, whecher he he depoſed or 
Tefignes his office, is not obliged to give any account of 
his admmiſtration. Th 
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| The Eccleſiaſticall Counſel was inſtituted by the 
Emperour Maximilian the ſecond ,. that Eccleſiaſticall 
matters and thoſe which concerne Religion, aswell in 
the Empire, as in his Imperiall Majeſties heredicary 
Kingdomes and Dominions, might be therein reſolved 
andde]iberated.This Counſel] hath neither a Preſident, 
nor a ſet number of Connſellours; the one halfe where. 
of is of Eccleſiaſticall perſons, and the other of Po. 
litique. | 

The Counſell of conſcience confiſts onely in the 
meeting of Ecclefiaſticall perſons, ;which are more or 
lefſe according to the occaſion. 

When his Imperiall Majeſty treated the peace of 
Praz in the yeare 1635. with the Electour of Saxeny,and 
his conſcience was much perplexed, whether he might 
any longer ſuffer the Evangelicks to enjoy the poſſe li- 
ons of Eccleſiaſticall goods in the Empire; for the reco- 
very whereof, the warre had ſo long continued, and fo 
much blood had beene ſhed : This queſtion of conſci- 
Ence,of ſo great a conſequence, was refer'd to theConn- 
ſ{ellofDivines, that thereupon they might declare their 
judgement. Hereupon divers Eccleſiaſtical] perſons 
were aſſembled from divers places 1n the City of Jieweg: 

the Counſell was compoſed of two Cardinals, two Bi- 
ſhops, two Prelates,two Cannons,two Fathers,of every 
ſociety and order, (amongſt which were alſo two Ie- 
ſuirs.) And they deliberated and conſulted thereon for 
divers weekes, and at laſt delivered an opinion, where- 
.upon his Imperiall Majeſty did afterwards agree of Ar- 
ticles with the- Ele&our of Sgxozy, and thereupon the 
eace was publiſhed. | 
And this Afſembly of Ecclefiaſtiques was then cal- 


led, the Conaſtl of conſcience ; becauſe the matter 
touched 


of the German Empire. 
ronched the conſcience of his Imperiall Majeſty. 
The Court Counſell for z7v#gery conſiſts of Husge- 
ries onely, and hath adependance on the Palatine of 
theKingdome of H#»zgary,who is there as Viceroy. 

The preſent Palatine is the Lord Efterhaſy, Count ge 
Gallants, Knightof the gol4en Fleece ; who governes 
the Hxngarian Kingdome in ſecular matrers,as Cardinall 
Poſees the Teſuit, Archbiſhop of Grax doth in fpiritnall. 

To this Counſell alſo belong the affaires of the King- 
domes of Dalmatia, Creatia and Sclavonia. | 

The Bohemian Court Counſel}, although it ſeemes not 
to be a ſet Counſell,as the others, becauſe therein ordina- 
rily are only a Chancellor, Vicechancellor,8 Secretary : 
& that befides the government of that Kingdom is com- 
mitted to the Lieutenant and ſupreame Officers at Prag: 
nevertheleſſe, divers petitions and ſupplications, tou- 
ching tenures, immunities, confirmations and inlarge- 
mentof Provinces, andall forts of fenadall affaires are 
bought tothe Boh:w7ian Court Chancery; as well out of 
the City as Country,andare afterwards all diſpatched in 
the Court Chancery. 

There is alſo a particular Officer of tenures ard feal- 
ties, who (the vaſlals conveniently deſiring ir) doth 
grantuntothem their recognziances or atteſtations thar 
they have performed the feodatory oath , which being 
bronght into the Chancery, there are afterward diſpar- 
ched the feodary patents. If there happen any proceſ- 
ſes,they are firſt ſent rotheRoyall Counſellof appeales 
for information and report of their opinion therein ; 
and afterwards they are reſolved and decided in the 
Court Chancery. Other appeales alſo from the whole 
Kingdome of Bohemia,of all the cities, rownes and parts 
thereof are brought thither and many times decrees and 
ſenten- 
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ſentenſes, about feudal! affaires are there pronounced 
and obteined. The Barons and Knights of that King- 
dome ſeeke juſtice and redrefle (if they need) at a Court 
called, the royall Landrable. And matters of debt are 
decided at a Courr, commonly called, the office of the 
Burgegrave; next in dignity to the former, Reviewes or 
affaires of Reviſion are referred out of the Chancery to 
the chambcr, called the Greene chamber. When there 
happens any thing of moment In the Court, there is 
* held a Bohemias Counſell at the Lord Vicechancellours 
of the Empire,the Baron of S:ralendorfs: To which pur- 
poſe, becauſe there befall ar this time divers buſineſſes 
of great moment, concerning the affaires borh of che 
Kingdome of Bohemia as alſo the incorporate Provinces, 
w hich are to bee diſcuſſed and reſolved upon ( which 
would have beene roo troubleſome for the Bohermian 
Counſel! alone) his Imperiall Majeſty hath deputed 
(beſides the ſaid Bohemian Counſellors ) ſome others of 
the Imperial] Court Counſell, and joyned them in 
Commiltion with his ſaid Vicechancellour $tra/eadorff. 
Theconfiſcation Counſell conſiſts of the Biſhop of 77- 
exna, the Abbor of Liliexfield, Preſident of the Imperiall 
Court chamber, the Count of Schlicke Preſident of the 
Cour: Countſell of. warre; together with the Secretary 
of the Court chamber, Zoffman of Ankerſov. In this 
Counſell of confiſcation, was taken the deliberation 
and reſolution ebout the diſtribution of the confiſcated 
g00ds and Lands of the late Duke of Fridland, Count 
of Kinskie, and the Baron aw : and fincethat time very 
Jately in che ſame Counſel! hath beene conſulred about 
the diftribution of the goods of Terik/e, a great part 
whereof is already beſtowed on others.

Hh Pope hath an ordinary Nuntio tothe Imperiall 

Courr,who is called the Appertolicke Nuncio. He 
pretends ſpirituall juriſdicon, not onely in the King- 
domes of Hezpary, and Bohemnis, with their adherent and 
incorporated Countries, and in all other Countries and 
Provinces of Auſtria ; but even in the whole German 
Empire. He watcheth alſo for the ſafety of the Roman 
Church, that ic may receive noprejudice nor detriment, 
and if he obſerve any ſach thing, he oppoſleth himſelfe 
and proteſts againſt ir. 

As he didlately in che cauſe of Bremen,and was much 
diſvleaſed at the Emperours gracious reſolution therein: 
to whom his Imperia!l Majeſty made anſwer , that hee 
was enforſed by the Treaty of Prag, to yeeld to thar and 
many other things, becauſe the Pope had forſaken him. 

The King of Spgize hath his ordinary Ambaſſadonr, 
and at this time almoſt contiaually an extraordinary ,the 
Count 4 0xxate, who helpes to dire& and uphold the 
German and Imperiall Millitary forces as well with 
counſell as with meanes and ſapplies of money, He hath 
his Counſell alfo. his Counſellours are Father Chirove 
a Frexciſees the Queene ofHwxzgearies confefiour, Dottor 

6 2 Spaniard, and Secretary Bodin. 
* The FreschKings emulation, and being in compe- 
G 2 rency 
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tency with the Spagiard hinders him from keeping an 
Ambaſſidour in the Imperiall Court. His laſt Agenc 
was forced toretire himſelfe thence. 

The King of Great Brittainc-hath an Agent with his 
Imperiall Vajeſty. | 

The State of Yezice have heretofore had an Ambaſſi- 
dour in'rhe Imperiall Court , bat fince the difference 
about ſtyle and ticle, betwixr the $pa»nifh Ambaſſadour, 
che Count 4' Oxnate and Sigantor Pietro Gritiz, Ambat- , 
fadour of Fenice, ſome thirty yeares ſince ; there hath 
beene no ordinary Ambaſſadour from the State of Ye- 
zicein the Imperiall Court : but they have th:ir Agent, 
who was invited,not long ſince to diſpoſe the Repub- 
lique, ro ſend againe an ordinary Ambaſſadour to the 
Imperiall Court, with proffer to receive him with the 
like honour as is givea to Ambaſſadours of Kings. 

. The great Duke of Txſcazy three yeeres fince had 
likewiſe his Ambaſſdour there, who was received with 
the Title of Ambaſſadour at the Imperiall Court, and 
equall honour wich the Ambaſſadour of Bruſſels. Bar 
now he hath onely a Secretary at YFiewss., 

The Duke of Savoy hath for a long time ſent no Am- 
bafſa-'our co the Imperiall Courr , becauſe he pretends 
precedency, before the great Duke of T#ſcazy. 

The Electors, Princes,& States,of the Kowan Empire 
have ſome their Reſidents,and others their Agents, ne- 
gotiating their affairesin the Imperiall Court, but when 
their happens any thing of moment or difficulty they 
 {ndrtheir Ambaſſadours to his Imperall Majeſty. 

The Popes Nuncio takes the firit place in the. Court 
before all other Ambaſſacours, and before the Princes 
of the Empire then preſent. After him the Spou#j 
Ambaſladour claimes and pretends precedency.
